It is marked by two stones set upright in the ground, one located on Fenwick Island 
in Delaware on state hiway #1 and the other is further west near Delmar, Delaware on 
hiway 54, The one near Delmar was used before the civil war to refer to a boundary 
between the slave and free states, Since then it has been used to arbitarily distin- 


guish the North from the South. Actually the line, which forma the southern part of 
sylvania and parts of Maryland/Delaware was a surv.
